Marfa, Tex., April 2—Following a 
raid across the Rio Grande river by 
Mexican bandits last night during a 
blinding hailstorm Troop K, Eighth 
cavalry, in command of Capt. Mat- 
lack, overtook and killed five of the

A bullet fram a .22 rifle entered her 
mouth and penetrated the brain. She 
was removed to the Evansten hospi- 
tal, where, as a last resort, an opera- 
tion was attempted. .She died without 
regaining consciousness while the sur- 
geons were probing for the bullet.

The Hushand’s Story. 

He made the following statement 
last night to a reporter for Tus Tris- 
UNE:

“In a@ moment the houseman, Eu- 
gene Macaibay, came running upstairs, 
crying: 

** Mrs. Black has shot herseif.’ 

“TI hurried to the basement. She was 
lying on t..2 floor. The rifle was begide 
her. Apparently the mechanism wag 
Gefective and she had attempted to rem- 
edy it by pounding the butt on the floor. 
That would seem evident from the di- 
rection of the bullet. The servant said 
he had heard two or three shots before 
he went to look for her. 

“Mrs. Black was in perfect health 
and we were very happy. Her father 
was an expert hunter and marksman 
and she inherited her love of shooting 
from him. _ 

“JT am sure it was wholly an acci- 
dent.” 
Accident, Police Say. 

‘The police of Winnetka, who made 
an investigation of the shooting, de- 
cided the death of Mrs. Black was due 
to an accident. 

The shell extractor of the rifle had 
been broken and to take out the used 
shell Mrs. Black had frequently used 
a fork or jarred it loose by dropping 
the butt of the rifle on the cement 
floor. The police believe she found a de- 
fective cartridge, and after pulling the 
trigger without discharging the car- 
tridge, she resorted to the old method 
of loosening the cartridge by dropping 
the stock of the rifle to the floor. 

The bullet may have been discharged 
and struck her in the mouth while she 
was bending over the muzzle of the 
weapon. 

The police found the defective rifle 
and two packages of cartridges, a 


large number of which proved defec-/ 


tive. The mark of the rifle hammer 
was found on many, showing they had 
not been discharged and had been ex- 
tracted and set aside. 


Her Docters Reticent. 
Dr. C. A. Aldrich, who operated on 
Mrs. Black, was reached by telephone. 
He was asked if the shooting was ‘acci-

‘found on the trousers, but the name on 
the hat was Hampton and the initial 
H was on the undershirt. He was 
asked about his identity. 

“J Honestly Don’t Know.” 

“I honestly don’t know whether my 
name is Seely or Hampton or what} 
it is,” the boy said to the writer today 
as he stood nervously clenching and 
unclenching his hand with a look of 
intense, but unavailing effort to re- 
member. 

As a test after the young man ar- 
rived at the American naval hospital 
he was asked to make out an applica- 
tion for leave. In doing so he used 
the name of Maurice Leroy Winters. 
But he could not say whether this was 
his name or even the name of a friend

‘The boy thinks he is not quite 20.

Doctors who have been studying the 
boy are at lose to account for the 
cause of his condition, except on the 
theory that the supposed blow has 
caused a partial loss of niemory.

With the settlernent of the three 
questions—reparation, the Saar basin, 
and Danzig-—-the peace treaty will be 
ready for drafting, and of the three 
obstacles only the first two are serious 
hindrances, as it is understood the 


allies are ready to abandan shipping 
the Polish divisions to Danzig follow- 


ing Gen. Pilsudski’s latest requests 
that supplies and munitions are more 


needed than anything else. It is there. 
fore physically possible that the peace 


treaty will be ready to be submitted to 
the Germans by April 15. 

The big four today discussed the 
reparations question further, and also 
the Saar basin, decisions on which 
are expected within a few days. 
It is believed that the coa] mines wil! 
be awarded to France, but the Saar 
valley will remain German, owing to- 


the fact that the Teutons preponderate 
among inhabitants.

Juvenile Crime Here 


- Less in 1918 than in 


1917, Report Shows 


Juvenile. crime far the year 1918 
shows a slight decrease over that of 
the previous year, according to the an- 


|mual report compiled.by Joseph L. 


Moss, chief probation officer of the 
Juvenile court, made public yesterday. 
There were twenty-two cases fewer in 


11918 than in 1917, and the report says 


this is a remarkapie showing, since 


-Tmany mothers went to-work during the 


war and the children were left to look 
after themselves in many instances. 

The number of offenders, boys and 
girls, brought before the Juvenile court 
in 1918 totals 2,306; the figures for the 
previous year are 2,328. 

The work of Circuit Judge Victor P. 
Arnold is highly praised. Judge Arnold 
is given unlimited credit aad the show- 


ing made. 


The Juvenile Detention home, where 
temporary cases are handled, is de- 
nounced as inadequate. 

The policy of keeping boys locked up 
in the police stations because of the 
' overcrowded condition of the Deten- 
| tion Home is criticised. The report 
says: 

“The tnadequacy of the Juventle 
Detention home to meet the demands 
upon it has been a matter of serious 
concern to those having at heart the 
interest of the delinquent and depend- 
ent children. There has been no time 
during the year when the home was 
not overcrowded. This meant that 
children whose admission to the home 
was refused were kept in police sta- 
tions for periods of time. 


“This has come to ay a matter of com 


mon practice and presents an intoler- |. 


able situation which the community 
must face. The responsiblity rests 
with the county commissioners to pre- 
sent to the public for approval a com- 
prehensive plan for the temporary 
care of these children.” 

Chief Probation Officer Moss cites an 
article which appeared in Tre TrIB- 
UNE December 13, 1918, in which Capt. 
Morgan A. Collins, commanding the 
Central Police station, condemned the 
“ Keystone Jail” as unfit for juveniles. 

“The war,” the report states, “did 
not continue long enough to produce 
the effects in the United States as in 
other countries. Most of the men 
called to the colors were young men 
and few homes were broken up by 
their leaving. The extensive employ- 
ment of women in war industries took 
& considerable number of mothers 
away from their families, and this 
no doubt contributed something to
